The show presents photographs by unknown 
photographers as well as many unfamiliar works by the distinguished historical 
figures. The Wagstaff collection is strong in 19th century prints, but touches upon 
many historical themes in the evolution of the medium. 

The Corcoran Gallery of Art, Washington, D. C., and Sam Wagstaff have worked 
together in organizing this project. A major book with 143 full-page reproductions is 
being published by The Gray Press in conjunction with the exhibition. The show will 
travel to St. Louis, New York City, Berkeley, Seattle, Atlanta and Claremont, California.

DAVID E. FINLEY FELLOWSHIPS FOR GRADUATE STUDENTS IN ART HISTORY FROM THE NATIONAL GALLERY OF ART, WASH¬ 
INGTON, D.C. THE FELLOWSHIP INVOLVED TWO YEARS OF RESEARCH IN EUROPE PLUS AN EIGHT MONTH RESEARCH RESI¬ 
DENCY AT THE NATIONAL GALLERY. HE WAS CHIEF CURATOR AT THE WADSWORTH ATHENEUM IN HARTFORD, CONNECTICUT, 
AND LATER CURATOR OF 20TH CENTURY PAINTING AND SCULPTURE AT THE DETROIT INSTITUTE OF ARTS. MR. WAGSTAFF 
BEGAN COLLECTING PHOTOGRAPHS IN 1973. HE LIVES IN NEW YORK CITY.

Cyanotype or blueprint: Contact 
print using ferric or iron salts. 

Gum-bichromate: Gum arabic and 
bichromate salts tinted with 
watercolor and printed from 
negative. 

Itek: Black and white gelatin-silver 
direct positive. 

Palladium: A gelatin-silver print 
toned with palladium. 

Platinum: Reduced metallic 
platinum salts printed from glass 
or film negative. 

Salt: Common table salt and silver 
nitrate on writing paper printed 
from paper or glass negative.
